The Army sald that the first 
Nike unit in tho nation-wide 
anti-aircraft system will be in- 
stalled “in the near future’ ot 
Fort Meade, Maryland—midway 
betweem Washington and Balti- 
more, Maryland. Thero ‘are n 
number of gntl-aircraft units in’ 
the surro area, 

The Nike,” named after the 
Greek . goddess df victory, 
essentially Is a’ two-Stage rocket 
about 20 fect-long and one foot. 
in diameter. 

It hos a spetd of about 1,500 
miles on hour and a rango of 
more than 20 miles, according 
to ‘Army sources. It rides a 
radar beam until it nears its 
target, then switches to its own
